Tho 40-called oil cakes are much used by 
owners of horses and cattle as an article 
of food for their stock that is at once 
cheap and nutritious. 


Meal is the chief ingredient of this 
kind of feed. 
The kind of greed that 
wastes at the bunghole what it saves at 
the spigot has now found a way 
of 
swindling the poor beast as well as its 
owner by substituting ground cocoanut 
shell for the meal. 
The stuff is ground 
up as fine as cedar sawdust, 
which it 
closely resembles when ready for the 
press, and there is abcutasmuch nourish- 
ment in it as there is in the sawdust. 
Chemist Martin thinks the horse fed on 
the stuii might as well be expected to 
derive strengtn to pull its load, or the 
cow to give rich milk, from chewing the 
boards in its stall. 


How extensively the fraud is practiced 
is yet to be a matter of inquiry. 
The 
mills that carry it on are said to be across 
the river, in Brooklyn, where they can* 
not be reached by the New York author- 
ities. 


Adulteration 
with ground 
cocoanut 
shell is said by the health ofacers to be 
not uncommon in the manufacture of 
spices, and in other 
branches of in- 
dustry where the swindle does little di- 
rect harm. 
But in its new role as a sub- 
stitute for an important article of food 
it will receive more attention than it has 
heretofore been entitled to.—New York 
ISua.

BOTH ME:^ A N D WOMEN- liEAD A 


L A N G U I D SORT OF LIPJS. 


Dally Routine 
of Kaoli 
Sex—Gam- 
blinjc a National 
Habit—Katnily 
Kelatioiis—A Chlliati .HousehoUl. 


The fair Ohilena rises late, says Fannie 
B. Ward in the Wmhington 
Star. 
She 
dresses hastily, 
throwing a charitable 
shawl about her shoulders, her little feet 
thrust 
carelessly 
into 
slippers, 
her 
splendid bhick hair, 
snarles and all, 
plaited in two long braids that fall do^vn 
her 
back, and her 
ablutions, if she 
troubles herself 
to make 
any, beuig 
merely a form of politeness at the wash 
bowl. 
Of course she must go to morn- 
ing mass, but the big black manta that 
custom demands for that service, drawn 
over the head to the eyes and elosely en- 
veloping the body, obviates the neces- 
sity l'or any further dressing. 
In every 
case the Chilian woman prefers a silk or 
woolen gown, however soiled and tat- 
tered, to the finest aud freshest cotton 
fabric, for she considers the latter mi- 
terial the exclusive property of servants 
and despised gringoes or foreigners. 


Thus en deshabille she dawdles about, 
amusing herself 
with 
fancy work or 
doing nothing at all, until ennui drives 
her to seek relief in shopping or paying 
visits. 
Then the glossy hair mounts up 
on top of her head in a marvelous heap, 
the slipshod slippers give place to French 
boots with the highest heels aud most 
peaked toes that were ever intended to 
torture their foolish wearer, and in al 
the splendor 
of costly apparel, than 
which Solomon in all his glory was never 
so arrayed, she sallies forth with stately 
tread, generally bareheaded, closely fol- 
lowed by a servant, whose business it is 
to bear my lady's purse, handkerchief, 
parasol and whatefer trifle she may pur- 
chase. 
At the sunset hour or in the early 
evening—before time for opera or tertulia 
—she repairs to the promenade to enjoy 
a little music and perhaps 
some 
mild 
flirtations—the 
last mentioned 
amuse- 
ment, however, being discreetly restricted 
to sighs, *'sheep's eyes'' and 
following 
footsteps. 


Thus lor the women the days go by 
in one monotonous round,year in and out. 
The men omit the mass, look a little af- 
ter their business affairs, if 
they have 
any, during the middle of the day, but 
diligently attend to the promenade, the 
opera and tertulia 
or to the gaming 
table for the night. 
Gambling is a na- 
tional habit. 
In many of the swellest 
casas of Santiago 
and 
Valparaiso the 
gaming table is regularly set out 
and 
forms one of the features of private en- 
tertainments, like the baccarat of 
Great 
Britain, which lately plunged the eldest 
hope of her respected majesty into such 
boiling water. In Chili the poorest peon 
and^aggedest gamin may be seen at all 
times in the alleys and by-ways betting 
medios and centavos (the pennies and 
nickels of the country) with as much 
eagerness as the wealthy mine owner 
stakes his golden ounces. 
The tallest 
gambling that has ever came under my 
own observation took place on a steamer 
between Oopiapo and Talcahuano, when 
a man who had recently »'struck it rich" 
in copper at the Atacama mines lost 
$90,000 in a single night. 
There are 
laws against gaming, but they are seldom 
enforced. 


In Chili the man who makes your 
shoes, the tailor who cuts your coat, the 
woman who irons your linen will charge 
according to your '»cloth" for his or her 
service. 
If you claim to be a gentleman 
by dressing up to the character the price 
•will be enormous; but if you are a trades- 
man, a clerk or a laborer of any descrip- 
tion it will be more moderate. 
Should 
you be so excessively vulgar as to ven- 
ture to the market in person to purchase 
a piece of meat it will cost you at least 
forty cents a pound; but if you send a 
servant he will buy the same quantity 
and better quality for half the money. 


In Chili the greatest repect is shown 
by children to their parents, but the ten- 
der love between mother and daughter, 
as It cxistB among us, is almost un- 
known. 


A young girl never leaves the house 
of her parents unless accompanied by 
some member of the family or a female 
servant. 
If she goes to pay a visit the 
duenna waits for her at the front door 
or gossips with the female servants. 
In- 
terviews 
between 
youag 
ladies 
and 
gentlemen never take place except in 
the presence of others. 


Servants are abundant, and if one does 
not please a better 
may be readily ob- 
tained, so that Chilian ladies are entirely 
relived from some of the responsibilities 
that harass northern housekeepers. Here 
tiio hire of servants is so cheap and their 
demands so moderate 
that people can 
more Cfsily aiford the five or siX that 
usually compose the 
kitchen 
brigade 
than the matron of the United States her 
one or two. 
Eight dollars a month is a 
high price to pay one's cook, aud so on 
down the scale to nothing but his "keep" 
for the errand boy, who is everybody's 
servant and the hardest-worked member 
of the household. 


In every Chilian household hospitality 
to evening visitors is expressed by tea 
and cakes, the hostess always pouring 
out the beverage aud a servant handing 
it to the guests. 
The beverage of the 
common people is yeriL/a mate, the leaves 
of a shrub that grows in Paraguay, aud 
it is also much used by the betcer classes, 
though the Chinese plant takes its place 
in the parlor. 
Yerba mate Is a slightly 
exhilerating drink, with the taste of tea 
and a faint savor of tobacco. 
It is pre- 
pared by putting a little burnt fcugar in 


the bottom iv cup, then a pinch or two- 
of the dried leaves, 
after which boiling- 
water is poured on aud it is 
drunk 
steaming hot, or rather sucked through 
a tube* 
The poor use little gourds for 
cups, 
with a 
bamboo 
tube 
cnllcd a 
bombilla, while the rich Indulge in ele- 
gant mugs of silver or china, with silver 
bombillas. 


Evening parties, large and small, for- 
mal or informal, arc very 
much 
in- 
fashion, and the refreshments served are 
always cakes, ices and teas. Years ago— 
before the Chilians grew jealous of for- 
eigners and also, perhaps,before journal 
ists came down here to ]niblish unpleas-- 
ant truths about them—all 
straugersi 


were welcomed with overflowimr hosni- 
~

tality and delighted simplicity. But no^r 
such warmth is seldom shown, except in 
remote country placcs, where the mate 
cup and its bombilla are still passed from 
your neighbor's lips to your own, and 
where the hostess will pause iu front of 
you with her dish of dulces in one haud 
aud spoon in the other while she envelops 
a peach in its rich sirup and . gently 
thrusts it into your mouth, and so ou 
around the circuit of the drawing room.-. 


Suppose you bring a letter of intro- 
duction to Senor So-and-So, who stands 
high in some Chilian city. 
He leaves 
his card at your hotel with the intorma- 
tion that he will ''celebrate greatly ac- 
quaintance with you," aud when you 
return the call will assure you that his-' 
house and all it contains is entirely at 
your service—a meaningless phrase, ex- 
cept that henceforth you have the entree- 
of the casa, aud his wife will receive you 
cordially. 
The parlor is always lighted 
at evening, and you are at liberty to- 
drop iu without knocking at nine nr ten 
o'clock, every evening in the week? if you:

John P. Hai-es is now the Presi- 
dent. The ambulance house is nearly 
.opposite the headquarters of the society, 
at Twenty-second street and Fourth ave- 
nue. 
There are two horse ambulances, 


one ambulance for do-js, cats and other 
small animals and a patrol wagon. All 
these are well housed, and quarters are 
provided for a dozen horses on thcgronnd 
floor. Upstairs are kenaeis for dogs 
-captured at dog fights or found injured 
in the street and smaller cages for cats. 


The ambulances go out in charge ot a 


• driver and an ofiicer of the society, both 
in uniform. The patrol wagon is a sort 


• of traveling drag store. It carries appli- 
ances, medicines and surgical instruments 
ready for immediate use.

that of first aid to the injured. An 
incident that happened recently will 
illustrate its usefulness.

was taken with what is commonly called 
"blind staggers."' An old Irishman who 
was passing said he knew what to do. and 
Dulling; out a blunt knife was about to 
bleed the animal.

.the patrol wagon drove up. 
The officers 


prevented the sufieiing brute from being 
stabbed, and taking a sponge saturated 
with ammonia neid it to th3 isone's 
nostrils. 
In an instant the horse re- 


covered, much to the surprise of the 
bystanders. 


A remarkable change in the character 


and in the treatment of the norses of tiiis 
citv has taken place in the last ten years. 
"Where broken down, lame and crippled 
.horses were to be seen attached to street 


a broken leg.

so that the weight is taken off the injured 
leg. The bone is set. the limb is splicei, 
bandaged and ei?t in piaster. There aiv 
several biir truck horses in town that aave 
had bones broken and mendel. and they 
do their work now as well as ever.

Our pavements make hoof 
trouble; 


verv common. 
In fact the "organs o! 


locomotion," as the -vets" call the leg; 
and feet of horses, furnish a majority of 
the cases that reach the hospitals. The 
car tracks wrench horses' hoofs and the 
salting of the tracks in winter rois the 
hoof. Blockades like those o^ Broad- 
way during the last few days are respon- 
sible for many injuries to horses. Tee 
subway excavations have 
caused 
the 


deaths of many horses that were driven 
too near the openings, or in a jam of 
vehicles were pushei into a trench. In 
some cases the horse lias been hoisted out 
and has recovered from the shock. 


During the spring months lung diseases 


are most common. 
While the human 


race was suffering from the grip epidemic 
the horse population of this city had a 
ciild influenza, very similar in many re- 
spects to the grip. The horse hospitals 
were overcrowded with patients for th;- 
time and veterinary surgeons were busy. 
Occasionally cases of horses affected with 
contagious diseases are discoverexi. They 
•are dispatched at once. Oa Tuesday a 
ease of glanders was found, and the 
horse, which belonsed to an expressman, 
was killed within two hours of the time 
it was reported. 


Hot weather is the most trying for 


horses, and the number of cases of sun- 
strokes, prostrations and exhaustion keeps 
the ambulance busy. Tile animals are 
picked up aud token either to their own 
stables or to the establishment of the 
Uitv Veterinarian in \Vest Twenty-fifth 
street. At the latter place horses picked 
up by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Aniraals are treated. 
It is 


under the direction of Dr. S. K. John- 
son, who is also veterinarian to the Boar:! 
of Health. There are accommodations 
for about thirtv horses. Box stalls are 
provided for some of the uatients, and 
the other stalls are lurnishod with slings, 
which are used to lift a horse oil his feet 
when an -operation is to be performed, 
or to Tighten the weifrht on his hoofs if 
O 
^ 
they are affected. 
Several cases of sur- 


gical instruments for use on horses line 
the walls of one of the rooms of the 
establishment. Forceps of enormous size 
for extracting teeth, oddly shaped tools 
for operations on the hoofs and appli- 
ances for distending the jaws and other- 
wise annoviurf the brute for his ultimate 
good are to be seen. 


When a horse is first placed in a sling 


there is apt to be trouble, unless the pre- 
caution is taken to hobble him. 
This is 


accomplished bv clasping leather straps 
around his feet and chaining them, to- 
gether. The same appliance is employed 
to throw a horse, for there is no such 
thing as coasin.g an equine to lie- down. 
The horse at all times objects to surgical 
and medical treatment. When he is given, 
a pill or a dose of liquid medicine his 
head is held high in air until he swal- 
lows in spite of himself. 
He is humane- 


ly treated, however, and after he has 
been ia the hospital a few days he sub- 
mits more readily to treatment. 


There are a dozen private horse hospi-

The first policeman to ar- 
rive on the scone goes to the nearest tele- 
phone and calls up the Society for the 
Preveutiou of Cruelty to Animals. 
He 
calls for a horse ambulance in a hurry. 
An clcc^trie button is pressed, the gong 
sounds in the ambulance house on East 
Twenty-second street, horses dash out of 
their stalls and take their places beneath 
the suspended harness, and in a few sec- 
onds tne big red ambulnnce is rattling 
down the street to the relief of the dis- 
.abled animal. 


If the horse is prostrated by the

The horse ambulance service of this 
city is still 
peformed 
by

known as Jlr. Bergh's Society, althovigu 
Mr. John P. Haines is now the Presi- 
dent. 
The ambuhince house is nearly 
opposite the headijuarters of the society, 
at Twenty-second street and Fourth ave- 
nue. 
There are two horse ambulances, 
one ambulance for dogs, cats and other 
small animals and a patrol wagon. 
All 
these are well housed, and quarters are 
provided for a dozen horses on theground 
floor. 
Upstairs are 
kennels 
for 
dogs 
captured at dog fights or found injured

The ambulances go out in charge ot a 
driver and an oflicer of the societj', both 
in uniform.

were overcrowded with patients

time and veterinary surgeons were busy. 
Occasionally cases of horses affected with 
contagious diseases arc discovered. Tiiey 
are dispatched at once.

Hot weather is the most trying

they are affected, 
Several cases of sur- 
gical instruments for use on horses line 
the walls of one of the rooms of the | 
establishment. Forceps of enormous size i 
for extracting teeth, oddly shaped tools 
for operations on the hoofs and ai)pli- ' 
ances for distending the jaws and other- j 
wise annoying the brute for his ultimate | 
arc to be seen. 
When a horse is first placed in a sling 
there is apt to be trouble, unless the pre- 
caution is taken to hobble him. 
This is 
accomplished by clasping leather straps 
around his feet and chaining them to- 
gether. The saihe appliance is employed 
to throw a horse, for there is no such 
thing as coaxing an equine to lie down. 
The horse at all times objects to surgical 
and medical treatment. When he is given 
a pill or a dose of liquid medicine his 
head 
is held liigh in air until he swal- 
lows in suite of himself. 
He is humane- 
ly treated, however, 
and after he

been in the hospital a few days he

C u r i o i i s r i n u t s Common to Dry Plnccs, 


Few plants are more curious than cer- 
tain species of the genus Gcaster, 
or 
earth star, which are common in dry 
places throughout the greater part of 
iiorth America, Europe and Asin. 


Since the earth stars i.re leallcss and 
destitute of the green coloring matter oí 
foliajre, they belong to the great group 
of 
fungi, which includt« 
mushrooms, 
puff-ball, molds and innumerable micro- 
scopic sorts. 
All plants from which this 
coloring matter is absent depend fortheii 
nutriment 
upon 
a sujijily of 
organic 
material, and it is therefore a puzzle at 
the first sight to know how the sand- 
loving earth stars can obtain such food 
in the localities they frequent. 


Tni3 EAKTII STAlt IX DliV WKATlIEn. 
What we see above ground, however, 
IS not the whole of the ¡)lant, but 
only 
the fruit, which is developed from a 
mass of <lelicate subterrai]«\'iu iihors con- 
stituting the plant's vegt-tative apparatus. 
By carefully scraping away the eartli at 
the base of a young Gca^^ter these 
fine 
white threads may be discovered ramify- 
in all directions. 
We must assume that 
decaying pieces of roots from neighbor- 
ing grass plants and shrubs, along with 
the remains of dead leaves and

Tiic first sip^n of the frnit is an egg- 
shaped nodule of compi.ct hypha*. 
In 
comparatively short time this enlarges to

rather soft contents. 
In t?ic process of 
ripening

becomes

united. 
The rind of the earth stars com- 


paratively thick—splits into segments, 
and these ultimately separate from the 
delicate inner rind, exposing what looks 
like a little puff ball. 


During a period of dryness the earth 
star is contracted into a ball (P'^ig. 1) 
and is blown about over the sand. 
As 
soon as the rains bring enough moisture 
for the geimination of its spores, 
the 
plant becomes anchored by the expansion 
of its protecting arms.

(Booths. 


Secretary of the 
Commonwealth 
Harrity, Auditor General McCamant 
and St^cretary Stewart, of tho Depart- 
ment of Internal Affairs, who are con- 
stituted by the ballot reform act to se- 
lect booths for voters at the general 
electious of next year and subsequent- 
ly, have been examining various de- 
signs.—Tne cost of the booths will 10 
about $8 each, and the total cost of 
those required in Philadelphia would 
be nearly $40,000, as about 5,000 
booths would be necessary to accom- 
modate the 200,000 voters of that city. 
In the State, including Philadelphia, 
between 20,000 and 25,000 would bo 
required, at a cost of from $1(50,OUO 
to $200,000 if the steel pattern is 
adopted. In Adams county the num- 
ber of booths required would bo 31, 
that bein^' thonua»ber of election dis- 
tricts. 
The cost of procuring them 
would bo $248, which must bo paid by 
the county.

History of Lighthouses. 


The history of the lighthouse goes 


back to the time when your neighbors 
didn't iling things Into your back yard. 
It is claimed that Virgil had knowledge 
of a lighthouse, and tbat he stated that 
one was placed on a tower of the temple 
of Apollo, on iloun; Leucas. the light of 
•which, visible far out at sea, -warned and 
guided mariners. It is even said that 
the colossus of Rhodes, erected 300 years 
before the birth of Christ, showed from 
his uplifted hand a signal light. But the 
famous Pharos of Alexandria, built 2S5 
B. C., is the nrss light of undoubted rec- 
cord. Other lights were shown from 
towers at Ostia. Ravenna, Apamea, but 
the lighthouse at Coranna, Spain, Is be- 
lieved to be the oldest sea town. This 
-was buill in the reign of Trojan, and In 
1634 -was reconstructed. England and 
France have towers built by their Roman 
conquerors, which were used as light- 
houses, and they are to-day marvels in 
the art of masonry.—Cklcajo Herald. 


Preserving- Iron From Rnst. 


The beautiful ironwork so much !n 


vogue nowadays. Is generally finished, 
on account of its susceptibility to rust, 
•with a coating of black lacquer, or some 
other preparation, which is not only In- 
appropriate but gives to the metal an 
unnatural appearance. A clever French- 
man, 
-who -was an expert In metal -work, 


showed us such a s;mp!e and effective 
•way of preserving it from rust, that it Is 
•worth remembering. The only material 
required is a cow's horn (the toy trum- 
pets sold in the shops will answer the 
purpose). Heat the iron and rub the 
edg-e of the horrrover it—that is all. If 
the horn smokes a little as you rub it on 
ycu will know that the iron is hot 
enough. This will cause the horn to 
melt, and an Imperceptible coating •will 
be left upon the iron that -will afford 
complete protection from the damp for a 
year or more on out-door work.

door iron-work It -will last indefinitely.— 
New York Tribune.

required is a cow's horn (the toy trum-

edge of the horn over it—that is all.

the horn smokes a little as you rub it on 
ycu will know that the iron is

enough. 
This will cause the horn to 
melt, and an imperceptible coating will 
be left upon the iron that will afford 
complete protection from the damp for a 
year or more on out-door work. 
On in- 
door ironwork it will last indefinitely.—
